Moving Forward 
to a Greater 
Tomorrow 


The Plainfield Area, once a quiet 
haven for wealthy New York City 
commuters, has changed its image. 
Today’s Plainfield moves in the stream 
of the world — a fast-growing complex 
of 11 interrelated communities. 

Extending through Union, Middlesex, 
and Somerset counties, the level lands 
that gave Plainfield its name rise sharp- 
ly at their northwest edge into the forest 
ridges of the Watchung Mountains. 

The towns of the area are as diverse 
as its topography. Green Brook, 
Warren, Watchung, Scotch Plains, and 
Fanwood are primarily fine residential 
communities. Middlesex, Dunellen, 
Piscataway, North Plainfield, and South 
Plainfield are mixed residential, 
commercial, and industrial. Plainfield, 
core city of the area, is its commercial 
and cultural capital. There are many 
research and engineering personnel 
employed in the area. 

Every community felt the spur of 
growth as area population rose from 
156,000 in 1960 to almost 200,000 in 
1970. Large new industries arrived after 
Interstate Highway 287 cut through the 
southern part of the area in the mid- 
1960s. 

Change was greatest in the city of 
Plainfield. There was a large influx of 
new residents, including many blacks 
and Latin Americans. A number of them 
blended harmoniously into community 
life. Others, less well-off, crowded into 
older, run-down districts. 

Problems familiar to central cities 
awoke the city to a sense of re- 
sponsibility for its new residents. The 
Model Cities program, financed by 
federal funds, launched more than a 
score of programs to improve housing, 
education, health care, public safety, 
social services, and employment oppor- 
tunities for the disadvantaged. Effective 
black leadership emerged, helping the 
city government to establish badly 


needed services — a new health clinic, 
manpower counseling and training, and 
facilities to correct problems of crime 
and drug addiction. 

A massive effort to build public hous- 
ing and to rehabilitate run-down dwell- 
ings got under way. City government, 
assisted by federal and state funds of 
over $4 million a year, implemented 
more than 50 programs to improve the 
health, education, and living conditions 
of the whole population. The police 
force was upgraded under a new 
director. The city fire department has 
become one of the best run, best 
equipped in the state. The mayor's 
Beautification Committee, consisting of 
hundreds of devoted women, worked 
incessantly to improve the appearance 
of the city by planting trees, creating 
miniparks and flower gardens, and 
conducting antilitter campaigns. Rotary, 
Kiwanis, and other service clubs and 
Civic organizations enthusiastically 
supported the beautification efforts. 

Government and private groups, hav- 
ing opened communications among all 
community residents, are pushing 
ahead with plans to transform down- 
town Plainfield, expedite auto traffic, 
and establish a new transportation 
center. 

Meanwhile, as each community in the 
area becomes increasingly aware of 
mutual solutions for areawide problems 
— flood control, air and water pollution, 
public safety, mass transit, and 
economic development — the will of 
the Plainfield Area to act in unison is 
greatly strengthened. 

The communities of the area have 
spent huge sums to educate their 
children. They are expending equally 
great efforts to meet the challenges of 
change by calling on the concerted re- 
sources of all community groups.

field Area. In the city of Plainfield, many 
mansions survive from the millionaire- 
commuter era of the late 19th century. 


Thousands of newer high-quality 
houses, nearly all of them owner- 


occupied, make such communities as Be 
Scotch Plains, Fanwood, Watchung, 
Green Brook, and others in the area re- 
semble a continuous showplace of 


modern suburban living. 

Plainfield itself, long established as 
the center of the area communities, 
now is bending every effort to bring all 
its housing and its central business 
district up to the areawide standard. 
The Housing Authority of Plainfield has 
completed 248 units of public housing 
for low-income and elderly residents. 
The 225-unit Richmond Towers will 
provide new housing for both these 
groups. An additional 100 units of hous- 
ing for the elderly are planned. The city 
is considering several other projects, 
including Park-Laramie (100 units for 
the elderly and those of moderate in- 
come) and Myrtle Avenue (over 200 
units for elderly and middle-income 
residents). Both are to be erected by 
private builders, aided by state funds. 

The Housing Authority also plans 210 
units of scattered-site housing, includ- 
ing 65 rehabilitated units. The 
Neighborhood Development Program, 
begun in 1971, has renovated 18 owner- 
occupied properties, with 88 more in 
progress. Its seven-year program seeks 
to rehabilitate 1000 dwelling units at a 
cost of $15 to $20 million, with pre- 
dominantly federal funds. Much of the 
work will be done by local contractors. 

The Madison-Park Urban Renewal 
Project, consisting of four and a half 
acres in the central business district of 
Plainfield, proposes to create 100,000 
square feet of office space, a large 
retail shopping mall, and a motel or 
luxury apartment of 200 units. As 
presently envisioned, the project would 
provide 1200 parking spaces in a base- 
ment-and-multilevel deck. Street light- 
ing would be improved, and nearby 
streets widened. Covered walkways 
would connect the parking area with 22 
the shopping mall. AEN opti pees Oe Richmond Towers, high-rise housing for the elderly 
cation program would improve the : 
appearance of the central retail district. 

The Central Plainfield Development 
Association, an arm of the Chamber of 
Commerce, seeks the preservation and 
enhancement of downtown Plainfield. 
This would include the widening of curb 
lines, improved street lighting, better 
traffic flow, stepped-up police and fire 
protection, and a revision of city 
regulations to permit businesses to 
renovate their properties more readily. 
The association advocates the 
establishment of a mass-transit center 
in the downtown district, making it 
more accessible to shoppers and 
visitors.

Health Care: 
Excellent and Expanding 


The two major general hospitals of 
the Plainfield Area, Muhlenberg and 
Raritan Valley, have embarked on 
construction programs totaling $14 
million. Both are voluntary teaching 
hospitals with established records for 
high-standard patient care. 

Muhlenberg Hospital, founded in 
1877, was named for the Reverend 
William A. Muhlenberg, an Episcopal 
rector, the founder of St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, New York City. It has since grown 
to a 510-bed institution with accredited 
schools of nursing, histologic tech- 
nique, medical technology, radiology, 
and cytotechnology. It also offers intern 
training programs and residency train- 
ing in five medical specialties. 

Specialized services at Muhlenberg 
include a chronic hemodialysis unit 
(long-term care for kidney patients), a 
continuing-care facility (teaching stroke 
victims and amputees to readjust to 


normal living), and an ambulatory-care 
unit (care of nonbed patients taking 
tests preparatory to operations). More 
than 40 families have been treated at 
the hospital for hemophilia, the rare 
“bleeders’ disease” that results from 
the absence of coagulants and makes 
any wound potentially fatal without 
expert, watchful care. 

Muhlenberg recently completed an 
expansion of its laboratory and X-ray 
facilities, including a cobalt-therapy 
unit, and added classrooms and 
patient-care space. Construction of a 
six-story tower building will provide 50 
additional beds, central air con- 
ditioning, and other plant im- 
provements. 

Raritan Valley Hospital at Green 
Brook, a 98-bed voluntary institution, is 
the main teaching hospital of the 
College of Medicine and Dentistry of 
New Jersey-Rutgers Medical School.

Raritan Valley has begun a $4.2-million 
expansion that includes nearly 50,000 
square feet of new or renovated floor 
space. Among the facilities being built 
are a new laboratory, an emergency 
room, and radiologic and pathology 
departments. 

The tri-county Plainfield Area has 16 
voluntary rescue squads. Over 500 
trained volunteers operate 33 ambu- 
lances, crash trucks, and boat rescue 
units. Under the Hospital Emergency 
System, about half the units maintain 
two-way radio contact with hospital 
doctors while on call. The squads, 
members of the Muhlenberg Area 
Rescue Squad Council, are made up of 
businessmen, municipal officials, 
women, and police officers — all of 
them serving without pay. 

There are seven nursing homes in the 
Plainfield area.

There are 15 colleges and univer- 
sities within a half hour’s drive of the 
Plainfield Area. Rutgers University, The 
State University of New Jersey, and 
three community colleges have cam- 
puses here. 

Rutgers has nearly 37,000 students in 
its 22 schools throughout the state. Its 
University Heights Campus, developed 
in the past 20 years, is in Piscataway. 
The still-newer Kilmer Campus, with 
Livingston College, is adjacent to the 
University Heights Campus. Living- 
ston’s special aim is to attract and 
educate minority groups. The $100- 
million Science Center on the Univer- 
sity Heights Campus, as well as the 
College of Engineering and the Medical 
School of the New Jersey College of 
Medicine and Dentistry, which share 
the same campus, are leaders in pure 
and applied science. Their research not 
only advances theoretical knowledge 
but also contributes valuable practical 
advice for industry and government. 

Middlesex County College, 
established in 1964, enrolls 7000 full- 
and part-time students. It is a two-year 
college, granting Associate in Arts and 
Associate in Applied Science degrees. 
Its technical arts-and-science 
curriculum is geared to the needs of 
local business and industry. Its 
graduates may take jobs at once or 
transfer their credits to senior colleges. 
Middlesex began operations with 20 
renovated buildings on the former site 
of Raritan Arsenal. It has since erected 
five major buildings; a sixth, the Learn- 
ing Resources Center, will open in 
1973. 

Union College, based at Cranford, 
opened branch campuses in Plainfield 
and Elizabeth in 1970. The Plainfield 
campus, enrolling 600 of the college’s 
full- and part-time students, is in the 
city’s central business district. It seeks 
to bring higher education to the widest 
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range of area residents. It conducts 
basic-management programs for mid- 
dle-management and other supervisors, 
seminars in public relations for small 
businessmen, and courses to help the 
minority businessman get started and 
to solve his day-to-day problems. Aided 
by a Model Cities grant, Union College 
established a Community Counseling 
Service in the Grant Avenue Com- 
munity Center, providing educational 
guidance, family counseling, and infor- 
mation on job opportunities. 

Somerset County College, a two-year 
community college, has 1700 students 
at its 225-acre campus in North Branch, 
Branchburg Township. Completion of 
its construction program in 1973 will 
raise enrollment to 3500. The college 
opened in 1968. 

The American Association of Univer- 
sity Women, Plainfield branch, is a 
group of women of all ages who live in 
the area. Members of the group accom- 
plish several things, among which are 
enrichment of their own lives through 
stimulating programs and study groups, 
provision of scholarships and fellow- 
ships to high-school and college 
graduates, and enjoyment of varied 
social activities. Meetings are held the 
third Tuesday of each month, Septem- 
ber through May. Any woman graduate 
of an accredited four-year college may 
become a member. For more infor- 
mation, write to A.A.U.W., P.O. Box 
2843, Plainfield, N.J. 07062. 

The Taylor Business Institute (Nancy 
Taylor School) is a one-year career 
school with an enrollment of 300.

Educators of the Plainfield Area have 
been quick to act upon their realization 
that “relevance” is more than a cliche 
of the “now” generation. Completely 
equipped modern school plants have 
been erected to meet the requirements 
of a fast-growing enrollment, and both 
teaching methods and curriculum have 
been adapted to the demands of a dy- 
namic school population. 

Evidence of physical growth is ap- 
parent in all the area communities. 
More than $50 million has been expend- 
ed on school-plant facilities in recent 
years. The three counties that serve the 
Plainfield Area — Union, Middlesex, 
and Somerset — have provided out- 
standing vocational-technical schools 
for area pupils. 

Plainfield High, which seats 1500 in 
its auditorium and 2500 in its gym 
(there are actually five gyms and two 
pools at the high school!), has become 
a center for community cultural events. 

There are elective “‘minicourses” at 
the high school. Under a team-teaching 
approach, some courses are divided 
into quarters, with different teachers 
giving specialized instruction in each 
quarter. Demonstration Schools, spon- 
sored by Model Cities, are conducted at 
three city schools, using open class- 
rooms or unstructured classes to let 
each pupil learn at his own rate. 

Project SEED (Special Elementary 
Education for the Disadvantaged) 
brings in Bell Laboratories scientists 
and mathematicians to teach math 
classes on a daily volunteer basis, an- 
swering any math questions a youngster

may ask. It gives pupils a “Success ex- 
perience” in learning to think in the ab- 
stract terms required by mathematics. 

More than 60 percent of Plainfield 
High School graduates continue with 
some form of higher education. Plain- 
field’s enrollment of 9,659 is accom- 
modated in the four-year senior high, 
two middle schools (grades six through 
eight), and 10 elementary (kindergarten 
through grade five) schools. 

Each of the Plainfield Area public- 
school districts has developed its own 
innovative programs. North Plainfield 
and Warren Township adopted the 
Initial Teaching Alphabet several years 
ago. Watchung and Green Brook began 
the teaching of foreign languages in the 
elementary grades. Scotch Plains-Fan- 
wood utilized an honors program, offer- 
ing a fifth year of secondary education 
to pupils. All have provided special 
courses and teachers for handicapped, 
retarded, and disadvantaged pupils. Vir- 
tually all offer comprehensive adult 
education. 

There are numerous parochial 
schools in the area, all with modern 
plants and up-to-date educational 
methods. 

Wardlaw Country Day School has 365 
boys in its kindergarten-to-12th-grade 
program. Wardlaw, founded in 1882, 
has a campus on Central Avenue, Plain- 
field, and a new $2-million, 37-acre 
campus for upper grades in Edison. 
Hartridge School for Girls, founded in 
1903, has 220 pupils in its K-12 
program.

Bonds Link the 


Plainfield Area 


The cultural life of Plainfield Area 
communities is intensive and all-em- 
bracing, reflecting both their special in- 
terests and their common devotion to 
the arts. 

The annual Festival of Arts, present- 
ed each July under sponsorship of the 
Plainfield Area Chamber of Com- 
merce’s Retail Division and the Plain- 
field Art Association (PAA), exhibits the 
works of nearly 500 artists along the 
streets of the downtown business 
district, awarding $2000 in prizes and 
bringing visitors from all parts of New 
Jersey. Plainfield Public Library 
presents two or three PAA shows an- 
nually, as well as exhibits of the Plain- 
field Camera Club. 

The library sponsors the Arioso 
Chamber Music Group, which gives two 
or three free concerts each year. The 
library also presents jazz concerts. On 
Tuesday evenings during the summer 
the city Recreation Department spon- 
sors band concerts on the library steps. 
The Plainfield Choristers, directed by 
George Cornwell, specialize in choral- 
art Songs and the folk music of many 
nations, giving Christmas and May re- 
citals at various local auditoriums. The 
Schola Cantorum, comprised of adult, 
youth, and children’s choirs, gives three 
concerts a year and teaches singing to 
over 100 children. 

The Plainfield Musical Club presents 
one classical program each year and 
offers an annual scholarship to a talent- 
ed young musician. It also has an af- 
filiated Junior Musical Club. The Plain- 
field Symphony, a 70-piece orchestra, 
is over a half century old; it presents 
three subscription concerts annually. 


The Plainfield Community Concerts 
Association offers four concerts a year, 
presenting nationally Known artists. The 
Plainfield Area Little Theater Council, 
consisting of several amateur repertory 
groups, holds its Junior Drama Tourna- 
ment each April for high-school per- 
formers of the area. The Junior League 
of Plainfield annually puts on 26 perfor- 
mances for schoolchildren during a 
four-week season, as well as one paid 
performance. Foothill Playhouse (Mid- 
dlesex), the Philothalians (Fanwood- 
Scotch Plains), and The Scotch Plains 
Players are outstanding local theatrical 
companies. 

The American Association of Univer- 
sity Women, Plainfield branch, holds 
stimulating programs and study groups, 
provides scholarships and fellowships 
for high-school and college graduates, 
and takes part in varied social ac- 
tivities. 

Black groups have developed their 
own cultural and educational activities 
at the Second Street Youth Center, 
Neighborhood House, and the Grant 
Avenue Community Center. Black 
history, arts, African dancing, creative 
writing, and tutorial reading are in- 
cluded in their wide range of programs. 

All these cultural activities attract 
participants and subscribers from out- 
side the communities where they are 
held, forming a continuous cultural in- 
terchange among area communities. 

The unequaled variety and excellence 
of New York City’s theaters, concert 
halls, museums, and art galleries are 
within a short drive of the Plainfield 
Area. The Garden State Arts Center at 
Holmdel presents a June-to-September 


season of outstanding musical perfor- 
mances. Professional theaters con- 
venient to the area include the Paper 
Mill Playhouse at Millburn and play- 
houses in Bucks County, Pennsylvania. 
Philadelphia’s many cultural attractions 
are less than 90 minutes’ driving time 
from Plainfield. 


Sharing Wisdom: The Role 
of Area Libraries 

Each of the communities in the Plain- 
field Area has its own public library, 
serving the needs of its own community 
and exchanging information with other 
municipalities. The Plainfield Public Li- 
brary, an area reference center with a 
160,000-volume collection and many 
special services, shares its resources 
with school, college, special, and 
public libraries in 20 surrounding com- 
munities. 

The Plainfield Public Library provides 
a ‘“‘mediamobile”’ to carry its services to 
city agencies and playgrounds. Its Out- 
reach Program provides speakers, film- 
strips, and other educational facilities 
for children and adults who are unabie 
to come to the library. The magnificent 
contemporary library building, opened 
in 1968, contains a 200-seat auditorium 
for community events, a collection of 
more than 500 periodicals, a children’s 
story pit, and a main reading room 
named in honor of Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. Its interior court and pool, with 
a splashing central fountain, emphasize 
the serenity of this spacious building. 
The library obtains rare works for its 
readers from other libraries throughout 
the country. It loans films, filmstrips, 
phonograph records, and sheet music.

Each of the 11 municipal units of the 
Plainfield Area has its own efficient 
government, directing community af- 
fairs and working for the solution of 
area problems. 

The city of Plainfield, core of the 
area, formerly governed by a mayor and 
council, adopted a new charter that be- 
came effective in 1969. It provides for a 
mayor, elected councilmen, and a 
professional city administrator. Piscat- 
away Township adopted the council- 
mayor-administrator form several years 
ago. Scotch Plains Township chose the 
council-manager form, becoming effec- 
tive in 1973. 

Six boroughs — North Plainfield, 
South Plainfield, Fanwood, Dunellen, 
Watchung, and Middlesex — have the 
mayor-and-council form. The townships 
of Warren and Green Brook have tne 
councilmanic form, with one council- 
man holding the honorary title of 
mayor. The mayor, usually the council- 
man who has received the most votes, 
continues his councilmanic duties and 
is the civic spokesman. 

The 11 municipal units cooperate 
closely on area planning, zoning, 
pollution control, industrial im- 
provement, and other matters affecting 
the area as a whole.

From its beginnings as a hat-manu- 
facturing center more than a century 
ago, the Plainfield Area has possessed 
the basic assets for almost unlimited in- 
dustrial growth: a centralized location, 
excellent transportation to its chief 
markets, and a congenial business 
climate. 

Today these assets have combined to 
produce approximately 2000 manufac- 
turing firms in the tri-county region that 
includes the Plainfield Area. Plainfield, 
earliest manufacturing city in the area, 
retains its importance as the home of a 
number of small- to medium-size diver- 
sified firms. Dunellen and Middlesex 
have become important industrial com- 
munities. South Plainfield and Piscat- 
away, stimulated by the opening of In- 
terstate Highway 287, have dozens of 
new factories and warehouses rising on 
formerly vacant land. There are 15 in- 
dustrial parks, ranging in size from 10 
to 250 acres each. 

Typical of the area’s diversified com- 
panies are these well-known manufac- 
turers: Burroughs Corporation (elec- 
tronic components); Harris Structural 
Steel Co., Inc. (steel fabrications for 
bridges and buildings); Kentile, Inc. 
(floor tile); Litton Industries (revenue- 
control systems); Lockheed Elec- 
tronics; National Starch and Chemical 


Corporation; A.T.&T.; Pitney-Bowes 
(collating machines); Victualic Co. of 
America (pipe fittings); Intertype Cor- 
poration; Standard Plastic Products, 
Inc.; Seven-Up Bottling Co.; and United 
States Gypsum Co. 

Because of its key location on the 
Eastern industrial corridor, 25 miles 
from New York City and 60 miles from 
Philadelphia, the Plainfield Area is be- 
coming increasingly important as the 
home of warehousing, distribution, and 
transportation companies. 

Completion of Engelhard Industrial 
Park in South Plainfield, along Inter- 
state 287, is one indicator of the area’s 
future growth. Already, 12 companies, 
two large motels, a 32.5-acre shopping 
mall, and a three-story executive office 
building are in operation, with other 
plants under construction. There were 
no large companies on the park’s 250- 
acre site when Interstate 287 opened 
through the area in 1965. 

Centennial Industrial Park, located on 
Interstate 287 in Piscataway, was estab- 
lished in 1969. It now has 10 diversified 
industrial tenants, plus five companies 
in its office buildings. Rented space in 
the park totals 838,000 square feet. In 
Warren Township, a large acreage has 
been zoned for future industrial use. 
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Utilities Keep Pace With 
Growing Demands 

The Plainfield Area is well served by 
its public-utilities companies, which 
have expanded swiftly to meet its ever- 
growing private and industrial needs. 

Elizabethtown Water Company, with 
the largest water-treatment plant in the 
state, serves 110,000 accounts in 
Union, Somerset, Mercer, and Middle- 
sex counties. Its main office at 
Elizabeth and its distributing center in 
Plainfield are continuously stepping up 
capacity, and report abundant water 
supplies for all needs. Middlesex Water 
Company serves over 12,000 customers 
in South Plainfield and adjoining com- 
munities. It recently expanded its main 
treatment plant to a 20-million-gallon 
daily capacity. 

Public Service Electric and Gas Com- 
pany serves about 57,000 accounts in 
the area. It supplies gas and electricity 
to individual consumers, and electricity 
only to large-unit users. PSE&G sup- 
plies two thirds of the state’s 
population, covering one third of the 
state’s land area. Jersey Central Power 
and Light, and Elizabethtown Gas Com- 
pany are other Plainfield Area sup- 
pliers. Electrical rates in the area are 
among the lowest on the Eastern 
Seaboard. 

New Jersey Bell Telephone employs 
800 persons in the area and is building 
a corporate training center at South 
Plainfield, which will be ready in 1973. 
In Piscataway, there is a Raritan River 
Computer Center housing all A.T.&T. 
stock records. A large stock-processing 
and transactions center is under way in 
South Plainfield, with completion set 
for 1973. 


Unlimited Access To World Markets 

Few locations equal the Plainfield 
Area for the variety, ease, and speed of 
its connections with domestic and over- 
seas markets. 

The Reading Railroad, the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey, and the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad cross the area. The 
main line of the Penn Central passes 
only three miles east. 

Some of the nation’s largest and 
busiest commercial highways — Inter- 
state 287, U.S. 22, and the New Jersey 
Turnpike — are in or near the area. Two 
more Interstate Highways, 95 and 78, 
are under construction. A half dozen 
state highways serve this area, linking 
with U.S. 1, the Garden State Parkway, 
and all major East Coast routes. 

Five great seaports — New York, Port 
Newark, Elizabethport, Bayonne, and 
South Amboy — are within 30 miles of 
the area. Four major airports — 
Newark, Teterboro, La Guardia, and 
John F. Kennedy International — are 
within a 35-mile radius.

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Indian Trails to 
Interstate Highways 


The Lenni Lenape (Delaware) Indians 
had inhabited the Plainfield Area for 
centuries when Henry Hudson anchored 
his Dutch-owned ship, the Half Moon, 
at Newark Bay in 1609. Dutch and Scot- 
tish fur traders moved into the area, 
and a small settlement arose about 
1680. Quakers built a meetinghouse; a 
later, enlarged version still stands in 
downtown Plainfield. 

The quiet cluster of farm hamlets 
produced several regiments of militia in 
the American Revolution. General 
Washington, observing the British from 
a mountain ridge in Green Brook, saw 
his army defeat a major British attempt 
to outflank it at the Battle of the Short 
Hills, June 27, 1777. Drake House, 
Washington’s temporary headquarters, 
later became a refuge for fugitive 
slaves. Shells from the battle crashed 
into the Cannon Ball House (still stand- 
ing in Scotch Plains) and many other 
farmhouses. 

The first railroad entered Plainfield in 
1840, changing the city from a farm 
community to a hat-manufacturing cen- 
ter. The state’s first public school 
opened at Plainfield in 1847. Wealthy 
commuters from New York moved into 
the area. Huge interstate roads changed 
the area once more, making it into to- 
day’s busy industrial, commercial, and 
residential region.
